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Fitchburg  State  College 
Wins  Safety  A  ward 


The  students  from  Fitchburg  State  College  have  re- 
cently returned  from  the  Urban  Vehicle  Design  Com- 
petition held  at  the  General  Motor  Proving  Grounds  at 
Milford,  Michigan.  This  competition  is  an  outgrowth  of 
the  previous  clean  Air  Car  Race  held  in  1970.  The 
purpose  of  this  competition  was  to  design  and  construct 
a  vehicle  that  would  function  within  the  city  environ- 
ment. 

The  F.S.C  entry  has  recently  completed  a  display  tour 
of  Detroit  and  Chicago.  This  was  a  consequential  result 
of  the  "Overall  Safety  Award",  presented  to  the  team  at 
the  six  day  national  Urban  Vehicle  Competition.  The 
award  was  given  to  the  team  "For  consideration  of 
safety  in  design  and  development  of  new  concepts  in 
safety  systems".  The  F.S.C.  team  is  an  outgrowth  of  the 
school's  Industrial  Arts  Department  and  specifically  its 
Power  Mechanic's  Lab. 

The  students,  for  the  last  ten  months,  have  been 
designing  and  constructing  a  vehicle  for  urban  use.  The 
concept  of  the  vehicle  has  been  that  of  overall  passenger 
safety,  extremely  low  pollution  and  consumer  cost.  The 
students  first  selected  a  1970  Ford  Maverick  as  their 
base  vehicle,  due  to  isolation  system,  which  in  a  high 
speed  collision,  will  afford  protection  to  the  passengers, 
while  taking  advantage  of  the  calculated  energy  absorb- 
ing crush  characteristics  inherent  in  unibody  structure. 
They  have  also  added  at  both  ends  of  the  vehicle  five 


mile  per  hour  crash  absorbing  bumper  systems.  Added 
padding  in  specifically  needed  areas  in  the  interior  has 
also  been  used. 

Another  safety  feature  of  the  F.S.C.  car  is  that  of  tri- 
colored  rear  lighting  system.  This  system  operates  with 
green  lights  when  accelerating,  amber  lights  when  coast- 
ing, and  red  lights  when  stopping. 

To  attain  lower  emissions,  the  students  have  converted 
the  vehicle  to  a  dual  fuel  system.  This  system  is  com- 
prised of  Liquified  Natural  Gas  for  city  use  and  un- 
leaded gasoline  for  extended  trips  outside  the  city.  A 
catalytic  reactor  was  added  to  the  exhaust  system  so  that 
both  fuels  would  obtain  lower  emissions. 

The  core  group  of  students  involved  with  the  project 
were:  Stephen  Kilcoyne  and  Stanley  Gustafson,  Co- 
Chairman;  Burton  Burjon,  Secretary;  Donald  Irving, 
Treasurer;  Lawrence  Richards,  Technical  Writer;  Steven 
Vaillancourt,  Technical  Illustrator;  Leonard  Delory, 
Robert  Eaton,  Edward  Haddad,  Jack  Misilo,  Fredrick 
Mueller,  Richard  Sautter,  Andrew  Wo  lander;  Asst.  Prof 
Erling  Hanson,  Faculty  Advisor;  and  Dr.  Edward  Mar- 
tin, Mathematical  Consultant. 

The  vehicle  is  tentatively  scheduled  to  be  shown  at 
area  high  schools,  places  of  interest  and  at  the  end  of 
this  month  will  be  shown  at  the  International  Liquified 
Natural  Gas  Symposium  held  in  Washington,  D.  C
